RIVERS SEEK OTHER CHARNELS 


Grave Outlook Above the 
Crescent City 
W he r e 
Thousands of Lives Are at 
Stak e—Calls Attention To 
Other Parts of the Flood 
Swept Area of Ark ansas 
and Louisiana — Cool id g e 
Mak es An Appeal For An 
other Five Million To As­ 
sist Thousands of Stranded 
Farmers—The People Will 
Respond to the Call. 


While flood and 
back water 
from 
five rivers was reaching out Monday 
in nine northeastern and east central 
parishes, the torrent flowing thru the 
huge artificial crevasses made in the 
Mississippi river levee south of New 
Orleans apparently had removed the 
danger from New Orleans. 
Serious situations to the northw ard 
were reported by engineers, w eather 
observers and others with thousands 
already made 
homeless 
and many 
other thousands now in the path of 
the floods ready to evacuate to high 
ground when the w ater approaches. 
Some 
improvement 
in the flood 
conditions, both in southeastern A r­ 
k ansas and M ississippi, was reported 
w ith the worst apparently over and 
officials were turning their chief a t­ 
tention to health and sanitation and 
to 
rehabilitation 
after 
the 
flood 
w aters recede. 
So stupendous is 
the task ahead 
tha t the Red Cross at W ashington ap­ 
pealed to the country to double the 
$5,000,000 already, given 
for flood 
relief. 
This step 
was tak en 
after 
Secretary Hoover had personally re­ 
ported to President Coolidge on his 
inspection of the flood area and had 
conferred with the cabinet committee 
and the Red Cross. 
Reassuring news for New Orleans 
was given by M ajor General Jadwin 
chief of arm y engineers, who accom­ 
panied Hoover to New Orleans last 
week . 
He 
declared at 
W ashington 
that unless some wholly 
unforseen 
circum stances 
arose 
the 
Crescent 
City was safe. 
W ith the M ississippi w aters rush­ 
ing down into Concordia parish from 
four break s ip the embank m ent south 
of Vidalia, the 
Red river 
smashed 
thru its northern bank at Vick , east 
of Alex andria, inundating a part of 
Avoyelles parish to the south of Con­ 
cordia. 
M eeting this rushing w ater is that 
coming down 
from 
the A rk ansas 
river ill Ark ansas. A special w eather 
bureau bulletin issued said Jones and 
Bonita in Morehouse parish were un­ 
der w'ater with Mer Rouge and Oak 
Ridge threatened and 1000 refugees 
already in Bastrop. 
Besides inundating rich cotton, su­ 
gar cane and truck lands, the w aters 
have invaded the oil 
and gas 
pro­ 
ducing sections, both in northeastern 
Louisiana and A rk ansas. 
Dispatches from 
A lex andria said 
production of both oil and gas was 
a t a standstill with more than 150 
producing wells shut down. 
To the south of New Orleans engi­ 
neers continued blasting the C aernar­ 
von levee during the day and much 
of St. Bernard and Plaquem ines par­ 
ishes were 
inundated Monday night 
with more of the inhabitants moving 
to high lands 
after failing to heed 
first w arnings to move. 
R eparation for the inhabitants of 
this flooded area will be discussed at 
a m eeting of the reparations commit­ 
tee called for 
Tuesday in 
New O r­ 
leans by Governor Simpson. 
W ith the w eather bureau reiterat­ 
ing its w arning about the seriousness 
of the situation that will be present­ 
ed between Ang o la a nd 
New Orleans 
a s the flo o d crest mo v es do wn pa st

Several threatened break s north of 
Angola were reported during the day, 
with the greatest danger point five

eral hundred work ers were rushed to 
the place from Natchez and Vidalin 
and 1: te Monday « ngineers reported 
that the danger had been overcome 
for the present a t least. 
The w eather bureau gave w arning 
that flood w aters from crevasses in 
the west 
ba nk of the 
river below 
Vidalia were moving southw ard to­ 
wards the Red river and also spread­ 
ing towards 
northw ard 
and w est­ 
ward. 
T hat going back into the Red 
river will again 
pass into 
the Mis­ 
sissippi, increasing the danger below 
the mouth of the Red 
river to New 
Orleans. 
This same w eather bureau bulletin 
stated that the Black river was stead­ 
ily rising and that the M ississippi a t 
Vick sburg still was rising as a result 
of the flood w aters 
reentering 
the 
river thru the Yazoo river just north 
of that place. 
Below Vick sburg the river was sta ­ 
tionary or falling slightly due to the 
crevasses 
below 
Vidalia. 
A t Newr 
Orleans the gauge showed a drop of 
one-tenth of a foot and this was ex ­ 
pected to continue 
as the Caernavon 
crevasse was widened. 
President Coolidge Monday issued 
a proclamation 
urging nation-wide 
support of the new 
minimum quota 
of $10,000,000 for relief of M ississi­ 
ppi flood sufferers 
set by 
the Red 
Cross upon the 
recommendation of 
Secretary Hoover, who had returned 
from the inundated territory earlier 
in the day. 
Coincident 
with 
issuance 
of the 
proclam ation appealing for a relief 
fund double the minimum originally 
sought by the Red Cross, it was made 
k nown at the W hite House that the 
president had decided 
he would be 
unable to visit the flooded region, as 
he had been urged to go by governors 
of states affected. 
Hoover’s first official act after his 
return was to go into conference with 
the president. 
He 
outlined 
condi­ 
tions in the flooded area to the ex ecu 
tive and immediately afterw ard con­ 
sulted with 
members of 
the presi­ 
dent’s special flood Relief commission 
at Red Cross headq uarters. 
He will 
return to the flood area W ednesday.

Sweet clo v er Lay is a satisfacto ry 
su bstitu te fu r alfalfa in the ratio n o f 
the dairy co w. If it is well cu red and 
no t to o co arse, it su pplies nu trients 
qu ite similar to alfalfa In qu ality 
and qu antity . It is no t so palatable a 
dairy feed as is alfalfa and becau se it 
is so mewhat co arse and stemmy , the 
hig h-pro du cing milch co w sho u ld no t 
he requ ired to clean u p all th at she 
is 
fed. 
In 
lo calities 
where 
bo th 
leg u mes can be g ro wn su ccessfu lly 
the u su al practice o f dairy men is that 
o f rely ing u po n the alfalfa cro p fo r 
hay and u po n sweet clo v er fo r pas­ 
tu re. 
With a few ex ceptio ns, sweet clo v er 
seems to g iv e ex cellent resu lts as a 
pastu re cro p. Sev eral ex periment sta­ 
tio ns repo rt no ill effects o n dairy cat­ 
tle when pastu red o n sweet clo v er. 
Fu rthermo re, these repo rts sho w that 
milk flo w was maintained satisfacto r­ 
ily and no co mplaints were receiv ed 
repo rting the o do r o r flav o r o f the 
milk as being disag reeable. Occasio n­ 
ally the lo ss o f a co w fro m blo at Is 
repo rted when sweet clo v er Is pas­ 
tu red. 
Unless the cro p is pastu red j 
clo sely the g ro wth will beco me rank, 
co arse, and u npalatable. 


Go o d Pro fit Made Fro m 
Alfalfa Hay and Silag e 
A ratio n co mpo sed o f alfalfa hay 
and silag e as ro u g hag e and a g rain 
mix tu re o f shelled co rn, o ats, and 
g ro u nd so y beans (entire plant), has 
made a g reat increase in the retu rns 
fro m the dairy herd o wned by Ernest 
Mennen o f Tippecano e co u nty , Indi­ 
ana, acco rding to G. A. Williams o f 
I’u rdu e u niv ersity . 
The herd has made an increase o f 
appro x imately 7 0 per cent since this 
ratio n was ado pted. The so y s wo u ld 
hav e been better to feed as hay had 
the weather been fav o rable at harv est 
time, states Williams. In this case the 
beans were no t cu t u ntil mu ch o f the 
fo liag e had dro pped o ff the stems. 
With heav y pro du cing co ws the addi­ 
tio n o f o ne po u nd o f co tto nseed meal 
to this ratio n is adv isable. While this 
particu lar ratio n Is fitted fo r u se with 
alfalfa it wo u ld no t do fo r o ther cases 
Where the pro tein co ntent o f the ra­ 
tio ns wo u ld be less. 
Mennen Is co nv inced o f the v alu e 
o f feeding a g o o d ratio n to dairy co ws 
as his herd av erag e is hig her no w 
than it ev er has been in the past. 


Co ws Requ ire Minerals 
to Increase Milk Flo w 
Dairy co ws need mo re minerals, par­ 
ticu larly lime and pho spho ru s, than are 
co mmo nly fo u nd in their feed, acco rd­ 
ing to the Ohio ex periment statio n. 
The best feeds to su pply these ele­ 
ments are clo v er hay , alfalfa hay , 
so y bean hay , and wheat bran. 
If 
plenty o f o ne o r mo re o f these is no t 
g iv en in the daily feed, it will be wise 
to add abo u t I po u nd o f finely g ro u nd 
limesto ne and 2 po u nds o f specially 
prepared bo ne meal to each 100 po u nds 
o f g rain mix tu re. 
An increased fio w o f milk may no t 
be no ted at o nce, bu t the g o o d effects 
are in the prev entio n o f fu tu re de­ 
crease In milk pro du ctio n. 
The min­ 
erals may make their best sho wing 
in the fo llo wing y ear.- 
The two elements mo st likely to be 
lacking are calciu m and pho spho ru s. 
Limesto ne carries calciu m, and bo ne 
meal carries bo th calciu m and pho s­ 
pho ru s, When these are co mbined in 
the feed while the co w Is dry , it Is 
fo u nd that she will store eno u g h to 
increase production still further dur­ 
ing her nex t milling season.

It frequently happens that when a 
ship is very seriously damaged by fire, 
storm or collision, she Is abandoned 
by her crew and left in a sinking con­ 
dition. 
However, ships so abandoned 
do not always sink.

reasons (such as air locks below’ decks, 
natural buoyancy due. perhaps, to a 
cargo of timber, etc.). the vessel may 
continue to sink until she is unman 
ngeable, and remain there.

Sweet Clover Excellent 
as a Cow-Pasture Crop 
Sweet clover hay is a satisfactory 
substitute for alfalfa in the ration of 
the dairy cow. lf it is well cured and 
not too coarse, it supplies nutrients 
quite similar to alfalfa In quality 
and quantity. It Is not so palatable a 
dairy feed as is alfalfa and because It 
is somewhat coarse and stemmy, the 
high-producing milch cow should not 
be required to clean up all that she 
is 
fed. 
In 
localities 
where 
both 
legumes can be grown successfully 
the usual practice of dairymen is that 
of relying upon the alfalfa crop for 
hay and upon sweet clover for pas­ 
ture. 
W ith a few exceptions, sweet clover 
seems to give excellent results as a 
pasture crop. Several experiment sta­ 
tions report no ill effects on dairy cat­ 
tle when pastured on sweet dover. 
Furthermore, these reports show that 
milk flow was maintained satisfactor­ 
ily and no complaints were received 
reporting the odor or flavor of the 
milk as being disagreeable. Occasion­ 
ally the loss of a cow from bloat Is 
reported when sweet clover Is pas­ 
tured. 
Unless the crop is pastured 
closely the growth will become rank, 
coarse, and unpalatable. 


Good Profit Made From 
Alfalfa Hay and Silage 
A ration composed of alfalfa hay 


IA 


and silage as roughage and a grain 
mixture of shelled corn, oats, and 
ground soy beans (entire plant), has 
made a great increase In the returns 
from the dairy herd owned by Ernest 
Mermen of Tippecanoe county, Indi­ 
ana, according to G. A. Williams of 
Purdue university. 
The herd has made an increase of 
approximately 70 per cent since this 
ration was adopted. The soys would 
have been better to feed as hay had 
the weather been favorable at harvest 
time, states W illiams. In this case the 
beans were not cut until much of the 
foliage had dropped off the stems. 
With heavy producing cows the addi­ 
tion of one pound of cottonseed meal 
to this ration is advisable. While this 
particular ration is fitted for use with 
alfalfa it would not do for other cases 
where the protein content of the ra­ 
tions would be less. 
Mennen is convinced of the value 
of feeding a good ration to dairy cows 
as his herd average is higher now 
than It ever has been in the past. 


Cows Require Minerals 
to Increase Milk Flow 
Dairy cows need more minerals, par­ 
ticularly lime and phosphorus, than are 
commonly found in their feed, accord­ 
ing to the Ohio experiment station. 
The best feeds to supply these ele­ 
ments are clover hay, alfalfa hay, 
soy bean hay, and wheat bran. 
If 
plenty of one or more of these is not 
given iu the dally feed, it will be wise 
to add about I pound of finely ground 
limestone and 2 pounds of specially 
prepared bone meal to each IOO pounds 
of grain mixture. 
An increased flow of milk may not 
be noted at once, but the good effects 
are in the prevention of future de­ 
crease In milk production. The min­ 
erals may make their best showing 
in the following year.. 
The two elements most likely to be 
lacking are calcium and phosphorus. 
Limestone carries calcium, and bone 
meal carries both calcium and phos­ 
phorus. When these are combined in 
the feed while the cow is dry, it la 
found that she will store enough to 
Increase production still further dur­ 
ing her next milling season.
